ing to the kind of material you are 
sewing.

if you want even stitching.

There js clever characterisation 
In the (ypes portrayed, but we 
should pot like to think that the 
gossip, xeandal and morat lapses 
which go to make -up 60 much of 
the book fairly reflect Jife in this 
Colony, and can only hope that no- 
one will be misled into believing 
that they do. The novel-fa cleverly 
written, but the talent displayed 
might have. been employed on a bet- 
fer theme.

Overtime must not exceed thirty- 
two hours in a period of twenty- 
eight days, but before making the 
order the Minister of Labour shall 
consult the organisations affected. 

The Bill excludes seamen, man- 
agers and clerks.—Reuter.
